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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  1967 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

1 beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  concerning  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District 
for  1967. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  1967  was  30,810 — 
a fall  of  130.  Births  increased  by  35  to  507  giving  a birth  rate  of  16.4  per 
1,000  population.  (E.  and  W.  17.2.) 

The  number  of  deaths  was  307,  a drop  of  22  from  1966  and  the  death 
rate  was  9.9  per  1,000  population. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  was  8,  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of 
15.7  per  1,000  live  births  (E.  and  W.  18.3),  which  is  most  satisfactory. 

There  were  332  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  1967,  of  these 
314  were  measles.  It  is  hoped  that  the  vaccination  programme  which  is 
starting  will  reduce  this  disease  to  negligible  proportions  in  a very  few  years. 
It  will  depend  greatly  whether  parents  will  accept  this  form  of  protection 
against  a very  infectious  disease  and  one  which  can  still  produce  serious 
complications. 

There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  or  food 
poisoning  notified.and  only  7 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This  is 
the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  in  Bedlingtonshire.  The  number  of  tuberculosis 
cases  on  the  register  is  also  the  lowest  recorded.  The  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
case  rate  per  1.000  population  is  2.5,  which  is  also  a record. 

The  Council  continues  to  support  the  W.R.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels 
service  which  delivered  3,635  meals  during  the  year.  The  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee  organises  a chiropody  service  and  this  is  also  helped  by 
contributions  from  the  Council. 

1 wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  during  the  year  and  my  colleagues  in  other  departments 
for  their  co-operation. 

The  Health  Department  stafT  have  once  again  carried  out  their  duties 
conscientiously  and  I am  grateful  for  the  loyal  support  they  accord  me.

PERSONS  IN  NEED  OF  CARE  AND  ATTENTION 


It  gives  a medical  officer  no  pleasure  and  no  satisfaction  to  have  an 
order  granted  by  the  magistrates’  court,  committing  a person  to  a welfare 
home  because  “ he  or  she  is  suffering  from  a grave  chronic  disease  or  being 
aged,  infirm  or  physically  handicapped  is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and 
is  not  able  to  devote  to  him /herself  and  is  not  receiving  from  other  persons 
proper  care  and  attention.” 

This  is  the  last  resort  and  it  is  taken  because  the  persons  will  not 
agree  to  go  to  hospital  or  a welfare  home  voluntarily.  I do  not  think 
that  the  number  of  cases  of  this  kind  are  necessarily  increasing  but  at  least 
when  the  situation  does  arise,  accommodation  is  forthcoming  to  meet  the 
emergency. 

It  is  even  more  worrying  and  frustrating  for  a medical  officer  to  see 
elderly  men  and  women  prepared  to  accept  accommodation  in  an  old 
people's  home  or  in  a geriatric  ward  and  to  know  that  the  chances  of  admission 
are  very  remote — especially  so  in  the  case  of  women,  because  there  are 
more  of  them. 

The  shortage  of  hospital  beds  for  this  type  of  patient  is  acute — in  the 
case  of  the  Wansbeck  Management  Committee's  area  it  is  non-existent, 
although  there  ought  to  be  some  266.  The  promise  of  twenty  beds  in 
1968  and  a further  fifty-two  in  1970  will  do  little  to  relieve  the  situation,  as 
by  that  time  the  numbers  awaiting  admission  will  have  increased  corres- 
pondingly. The  accommodation  in  county  homes  for  elderly  people  not 
confined  to  bed  is  being  misused  and  genuine  admissions  are  being  blocked 
and  waiting  lists  lengthened  because  an  increasing  number  of  patients  are 
becoming  bed  cases  requiring  nursing — cases  in  fact  which  should  be  in 
hospital  accommodation.  The  situation  is  a vicious  circle  caused  by  the 
lack  of  geriatric  hospital  beds  and  nursing  staff. 

It  should  be  made  quite  clear  that  the  care  and  attention  given  to 
patients  in  both  types  of  accommodation  is  excellent,  and  it  is  often  possible 
to  discharge  home  geriatric  patients  who  have  been  rehabilitated  in  hospital. 

No  one  wishes  to  force  elderly  persons  to  give  up  their  homes.  Many 
are  looked  after  at  home  because  of  the  first  class  attention  they  receive 
from  the  district  nurse,  the  health  visitor  and  not  least,  the  home  help. 
All  too  often  this  is  prolonged  far  beyond  the  optimum  time  for  home  care. 
There  is  an  optimum  time  for  admission  to  a welfare  home  and  it  varies 
from  person  to  person.  If  it  is  left  too  late,  the  patient  is  unable  to  accept 
a new  communal  life  and  quickly  becomes  apathetic  and  rapidly  declines. 
Earlier  admission  gives  the  staff  and  the  residents  the  chance  to  introduce  to 
the  newcomer  a changed  mode  of  living.

Single  elderly  persons  at  home  cause  the  greatest  worry.  The  time 
between  the  home  help  leaving  until  her  return  can  be  an  aeon.  Spouses  or 
elderly  relatives  make  all  the  difference — even  if  the  atmosphere  becomes 
acrimonious  at  times. 

Is  there  any  answer  ? No  simple  one.  The  problem  has  become 
more  and  more  complex. 

1.  More  geriatric  beds  are  essential,  but  buildings  need  staff.  Staff 
for  geriatric  nursing  is  difficult  to  find  and  to  retain.  It  is  a vocation 
and  because  of  this,  every  geriatric  ward  should  be  attached  to 
a general  hospital  group  to  allow  frequent  changes  in  the  nursing 
personnel. 

2.  More  Part  111  beds?  Possibly,  but  if  the  present  beds  were  used 
correctly  it  would  be  possible  to  keep  pace  with  the  growing 
demand. 

3.  Home  Visitors/Night  Sitters — they  are  difficult  to  recruit  and  diffi- 
cult to  retain  and  not  always  welcomed  by  the  elderly.  A very 
high  standard  of  integrity  is  required  for  this  type  of  domiciliary 
work. 

4.  Day  accommodation  for  Part  III  and  geriatric  patients  ? This 
relieves  the  need  for  beds.  It  allows  regular  supervision  of  elderly 
patients  and  it  helps  to  give  them  an  interest  by  taking  them 
outside  their  homes  and  their  loneliness.  Transport  is  required  but 
skilled  nursing  would  be  minimal. 

Who  is  to  provide  this  type  of  care  ? Hospital  or  Local  Health  Authority  ? 
Why  not  a joint  operation  ?

There  were  332  notifications  of  infectious  disease  during  1967.  Of  these 
314  were  due  to  measles. 


Measles 

A moderate  epidemic  of  314  cases.  Of  these,  269  were  under  6 years 
of  age. 


Dysentery 

There  were  3 notifications  during  the  year.  Three  families  were  con- 
cerned living  close  to  each  other  and  all  were  adults. 


Scarlet  Fever 

8 cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

There  were  7 cases  notified.  This  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in 
Bedlingtonshire.  There  was  one  child  of  5 years  and  a girl  of  15  years. 
The  source  of  these  cases  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  find,  in  spite  of 
thorough  checking  of  family  contacts;  and  in  adults,  contacts  at  the  place 
of  employment.  The  number  of  patients  on  the  tuberculosis  register  continues 
to  fall.  It  is  now  under  100  for  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  patients. 


There  were  no  cases  of  small  pox,  diphtheria  or  whooping  cough.  The 
district  was  also  free  from  any  outbreak  of  food  poisoning.

Sixteen  scrap  metal  dealers  are  at  present  registered  with  the  local 
authority,  9 have  been  removed  from  the  register.  Seven  have  no  premises. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  Water  Undertaking  continues  to 
supply  the  whole  district.  The  water  has  been  adequate  and  of  good  quality. 

Water  for  the  open-air  swimming  pool  at  Humford  Mill  is  still  taken 
from  the  River  Blyth.  is  of  continuous  flow  and  is  sand  filtered  and  chlorinated 
before  entering  the  pool.  During  the  four  months  when  the  pool  was  open 
to  the  public  an  attendance  of  14,236  children  and  adults,  in  addition  to 
season  ticket  holders  and  school  parlies,  was  recorded. 

A total  of  35  water  samples  was  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Of  the  32  samples  taken  from  the  swimming 
pool.  12  showed  the  presence  of  coliform  bacilli  in  spite  of  chlorination.  The 
liigh  degree  of  pollution  of  the  river  water,  especially  in  dry  weather,  has 
been  mentioned  in  previous  reports. 

Two  samples  of  mains  water  were  analysed  for  plumbo  solvency  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Eleven  houses  in  the  district  do  not  have  a water  supply  within  the 
house.  Two  caravan  sites  are  also  supplied  by  stand-pipes.

SLUM  CLEARANCE  PROGRAMME 

The  rate  at  which  sub-standard  houses  are  cleared  must  depend  almost 
entirely  on  the  number  of  Council  houses  available.  Allocations  have  to  be 
made  to  industry,  to  a modernisation  programme,  to  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis,  to  old  persons  in  large  houses,  etc.,  but  Slum  Clearance  does 
receive  a generous  proportion  and  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  number  of 
families  rehoused  during  the  year  has  increased. 

Eighty-six  families  have  been  rehoused  from  80  houses,  27  more  than 
the  previous  year.  Ten  of  these  families  have  found  accommodation  in  other 
mining  areas  or  in  private  houses  in  the  district. 

The  outcome  of  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  policy  is  now  becoming 
evident.  Bedlingtonshire  in  the  past  was  developed  in  isolated  communities 
around  eight  collieries  with  the  older  central  village  at  Bedlington.  Most 
of  the  outdated  mining  villages  with  their  rows  of  colliery  houses  at  West 
Sleekburn,  Choppington,  North  Choppington,  Barrington,  Netherton  and 
Bedlington  Station  have  been  eliminated.  Added  to  this  the  following  lists 
show  how  the  major  portion  of  pre-1914  dwellings,  many  in  yards,  have 
been  removed  as  at  Bedlington,  Red  Row,  Guide  Post  and  Stakeford. 
Colliery  rows  at  Cambois  are  in  the  process  of  being  cleared.  With  the 
closing  down  of  the  mines  the  way  is  now  open  to  modern  redevelopment.

Three  accidents  were  reported  to  the  local  authority  in  accordance  with 
Section  48.  All  were  fully  investigated  and  in  each  case  safety  precautions 
taken.  No  further  action  was  necessary. 

Investigation  has  also  been  made  of  the  large  number  of  premises  not 
covered  by  this  legislation.  104  Shops  and  offices,  31%  of  the  total,  come 
within  this  category  as  family  businesses,  private  clubs,  or  because  the 
employees  are  part-time  and  work  less  than  21  hours  per  week.  In  64 
cases  the  occupier  lives  on  the  premises  with  all  the  necessary  amenities 
and  of  the  remaining  40  only  8 are  without  one  or  more  of  the  major 
requirements,  adequate  heating,  washing  and  toilet  facilities,  safety  pre- 
cautions, etc.  Whilst  the  figures  show  that  the  anomaly  one  might  expect 
with  this  large  exemption  does  not  exist,  at  the  same  time  it  would  appear 
that  no  hardship  would  be  created  if  all  premises  were  brought  equally 
within  the  scope  of  the  Act.

Milk  Supply 

The  licensing  of  retailers  of  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  and  Untreated  milks 
and  the  taking  of  samples  of  milk  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Health 
Department.  Within  the  district  4 dealers  are  retailing  Untreated  milk,  14 
retailing  Pasteurised  milk  and  45  retailing  Sterilised  milk. 

29  Samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion. All  passed  the  phosphatase  test  and  one  failed  the  methylene  blue 
test. 
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Ice  Cream 


Three  premises  are  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for 
the  manufacture  of  ice  cream,  two  by  the  heat  treatment  method  and  one 
by  the  cold  mix  process. 

74  Shops  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  all  conform  to 
the  standards  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  with  hand- 
washing facilities,  etc. 

77  Samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  with  the  following  satisfactory 
results.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

In  May,  1967,  Bedlinglon  C.W.S.  was  taken  over  by  Blyth  C.W.S.  and 
slaughtering  at  the  Bedlinglon  premises  ceased.  Two  private  slaughterhouses 
are  still  operating,  both  fully  equipped  and  maintained  in  accordance  with 
the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958. 

Regular  inspections  are  made  by  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

A 100%  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  offal  has  been  maintained  through- 
out the  year  and  all  carcases  stamped  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1963.  No  charge  is  made  for  meat  inspection,  all  meat  being 
for  consumption  within  the  district. 

No  whole  carcase  was  condemned  during  the  year.
